1. EMBASSY HAS REVIEWED ADVANCE TRIP CHECK LIST, AND BELIEVES 
THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION MIGHT BE USEFUL TO YOU. 

2. NOTHING REQUIRED FOR ICAF PROJECT OFFICER, BUT BRING A 
HANDFUL OF ASHTRAYS/CIGARETTE LIGHTERS FOR GENERAL GIFT- 
GIVING. 

3. ARRIVAL: BRANIFF 979, 8 AM MAY 13TH. NO AIRPORT TAX. 

GROUP WILL BE MET BY EMBASSY OFFICERS. PASSPORTS SHOULD BE 
BUNDLED TOGETHER WITH BAGGAGE STUBS & HEALTH RECORDS. EMBASSY 
WILL CLEAR THROUGH CUSTOMS AND IMMIGRATION, AND RECONFIRM 
ONWARD FLIGHT. EMBASSY WILL REQUEST REIMBURSEMENT FROM 

ICAF TRIP PARTICIPANTS FOR BAGGAGE HANDLING (ABOUT 20 CENTS 
PER BAG). EMBASSY HAS ARRANGED FOR BUS TO HOTEL, &C. 

4. HOTEL: EMBASSY WILL PRE-REGISTER AT HOTEL AND DELIVER 
BAGGAGE - GROUP WILL DEPART FROM AIRPORT DIRECTLY TO 
EMBASSY FOR INITIAL BRIEFINGS. WE NEED NAME, PASSPORT

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SINGLES RESERVED) FOR BAGGAGE DELIVERY AND PRE-REGISTRATION 
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PURPOSES; ARE THEY THE SAME AS IN GERCKEN LETTER OF FEB 19, 
MODIFIED BY YOUR 142015Z MAR 75? HOTEL COLON ACCEPTS 
AMERICAN EXPRESS, BANKAMERICARDS, DINERS CLUB, AND EUROCARDS. 
CURRECNY EXCHANGE IS OPEN MARKET RATE - THE SUCRE IS HARD 
AS A ROCK. EXCHANGE FACILITIES OTH WAYS AT HOTEL; PERSONAL 
CHECKS CAN BE CASHED AT EMBASSY. SINGLE ROOMS ABOUT $16.25 
PER NIGHT; DOUBLES ABOUT $21.75, INCLUDING TAX AND DISCOUNT. 
ECUADOR IS LARGELY MONOLINGUAL, INCLUDING HOTEL PERSONNEL 
OTHER THAN THOSE AT THE FRONT DESK. HOTEL HAS GIFT SHOPS, 
ARCADE, BAR, POOL, CASINO, POTABLE WATER (IN HOTEL ROOMS 
AND RESTAURANT ONLY - OTHERWISE RECOMMEND ASKING FOR 
"GUITIG" BOTTLED WATER, PARTICULARLY IN OTHER EATERIES). 

SOAP, WASHCLOTHES, TOWELS, TOILET PAPER, &C. FOOD IN HOTEL 
AND RESTAURANTS IS FINE, BUT IT MIGHT BE BETTER TO EAT ONLY 
COOKED FOODS AND AVOID SALADS, RAW VEGETABLES, &C. RESER- 
VATIONS CONFIRMED; VOLTAGE (FOR ELECTRIC RAZORS) IS 1 10. 

TAXIS READILY AVAILABLE.
